DECISIONS. 


Question 1.—Rebecca M. Fisher, G. T., Springfield, O.: Is a companion 
asking for a withdrawal card compelled to sign the same before it is delivered 
to them? 

Answer.—No. 

Question 2.—When are they supposed to sign the card? 


Answer.—When they receive it or before depositing with another Temple. 
Question 3.—Are they compelled to go to the Temple session or to the resi- 


dence of “he Guardian of Records, or, in other words, suppose a Companion is 
absent from a city or town and desires a card, how can they obtain it? 

Answer.—Apply to the Temple personally or in writing. 

Question 4.—Can a Temple enact a law to have part of its members bene- 
ficial and part only social? é 

Answer.—No. Each Temple may declare itself to be beneficial or otherwise 
as the members may elect. 

Question 5.—Is there a limit to the age at which a candidate can be ad- 
mitted into a Temple? 

Answer.—Not less than sixteen years of age. 

Question 6.—Can a Companion be admitted during the opening ceremony? 

Answer.—No. : ; 

Question 7.—During initiation is the blindfold removed at Vice Templar’s 
station? 

Answer.—No. Beil 
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Question 8.—Mrs. India Harris, G. G. of R., Richmond, Ind.: Can a Temple 
Auxiliary of a defunct Castle continue after the Castle of that place has surren- 
dered its charter? 

Answer.—Article 1, Section 2, Constitution of L. G. E.: “They shall possess 
the full powers of a Temple so long as it shall act in conformity with the dis- 
pensation or Charter granted by the Supreme Castle.” 


Question 9.—“A” was elected Grand Templar and “B’ Past Grand Tem- 
plar. A served faithfully during the term but at the following session was un- 
able to attend. The session was presided over by B and A sent her report, 
which was accepted. Should A receive the honors of Past Grand Templar? 

Answer.—Yes. 

Question 10.—A1 the session “C” was appointed to act as Grand Vice Tem- 
plar. Should she receive the honors of Past Grand Templar? 

Answer.—No. 

Question 11.—W. T. Archer, D. S. C., Key West, Fla.: Is the 8. A. P. W. 
to be given only in the Castle, or can it be given to a brother outside of the 
Castle? 

Answer.—The Past Chief or Clerk of Exchequer may give the S. A. P. W. 
to a brother during the interim of a session if he has positive knowledge that 
the brother is in good standing. 

Question 12.—Can the Clerk of Exchequer give the S. A, P. W. when the 
Past Chief is present? 

Answer.—The Past Chief gives the S. A. P. W. when present in the Castle; 
in the interim of a session the Past Chief or Clerk of Exchequer is author- 
ized to give it to all entitled. 

Question 13.—Is it necessary for an Officer who has been re-elected to take the 
obligation and receive charge again or be reinstalled? 

Answer.—Yes. 

Question 14.—Can an officer-elect who has filled the same office before but 
not the previous term, assume charge of the office without being installed? 

Answer.—No. 

Question 15. Must a member serve one term in the Vice Chief’s office be- 
fore he can be elected Noble Chief? 

Answer.—No; not unless by-laws require it. 

Question 16.—If.the Past Chief habitually absents himself from. meetings 
should the Past Chief just previous to him assume the duties? 

Answer.—The Noble Chief appoints some Past Chief to fill the chair. (See 
Ritual, page 10, Opening Ceremonies.) 

Question 17.—A. C. Lyttle, S. M. of R., Philadelphia, Pa.: Will the Supreme 
Castle pay $15 to an organizer when less than a full set of Charter supplies, 
also badges and jewels are ordered for a new Castle? 

Answer.—A full set of charter supplies includes rituals, ode cards and funeral 
ceremonies, and any number more than one would be badges and jewels, so 


the Supreme Castle must pay until the law is changed and some number speci- 
fied. Z 
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Question 18.—S. M. Harlan, S. V. C., Union City, Ind.: Do not the general 
laws recently promulgated by the Supreme Castle become forthwith binding 
upon all Grand and Subordinate Temples? 

Answer.—All laws, enactments or legislation of the Supreme Castle become 
of force from date of passage and publication. (Page 21, Article XIV, Gen- 
eral Laws and Constitution L. G. E.) 

Question 19. Is it within the province of a Subordinate Temple to confer 
the honors of Past Templar upon Prophetess or Priestess for haying served 
five consecutive years? 

Answer.—The Prophetess or Priestess or Guardian of Music serving five 
consecutive years or Guardian of Records, Guardian of Finance, or Guardian 
of Exchequer serving three consecutive years become Past Templars by said 
service. (Page 10, Article III, Section 7, Constitution of Grand and Subordin- 
ate Temples.) _ 

Question 20.—W. T. Archer, D. S. C., Key West, Fla.: Shall I send a dis- 
pensation fee to the Supreme Master of Records or Supreme Chief? 

Answer.—Supreme Master of Records.

Question 22.—In reinstating a member who has been suspended for non- 
payment of dues, do we reobligate him? 

Answer.—No. 

Question 23.—Should the Castle and Commandery obtain a dispensation be- 
fore participating in a parade at a celebration? 

Answer.—Not necessary. 

Question 24.—Would it have been right to have requested Cuban Castle to 
confer a degree on some of the candidates of Key of the Gulf Castle for the 
sake of helping in the work? 

Answer.—Yes. Castles can work degrees for each other or confer degrees 
upon a candidate of another Castle if requested to do so under seal. 

Question 25.—Louis Houells, P. C., Rockvale, Col., through the Grand Mas- 
ter of Records: Can a Castle working under a Grand Castle withdraw from 
it and work under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Castle? 

Answer.—No. All Castles are under the jurisdiction of the Grand Castles 
of the State in which they are located. Where there are no Grand Castles they 
are under the Supreme Castle. 

Question 26.—Rebecca M. Fisher, G. T., Springfield, O.: Can a Temple that 
is beneficiary make a law of their own to take in both beneficial and social mem- 
bers? : 

Answer.—No. 

Question 27.—Lena Steehnan, G. T., Somers Point, N. J.: Can a member 
of a Temple become a Past Templar by instituting another Temple, not wish- 
ing to join the new Temple? 

Answer.—No. Can only become a Past Templar by serving a term of Noble 
Templar, or being one of a board of officers of-a new Temple, or b~ serving as 
Prophetess or Priestess five terms and as Guardian of Records, Guardian of 
Exchequer or Guardian of Music for three years. 
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Question 28.—C. H. Webster, G. C., Perkasie, Pa.: Must a third degree 
member give the S. A. P. W. at the outer gate on entering a Castle when 
opened in the first degree? 

Answer.—Yes. No brother of the third degree can pass the outer gate with- 
out the S. A. P. W. 


Question 29.—Henry Zahn, G. C., Brooklyn, N. Y.: At the session held on 
May 15th, 1900, at Yonkers, N. Y., an amendment of the Constitution was 
passed and immediately put into effect. Was such action legal and when does 
the law take effect? 

Answer.—The law passed May 15, 1900, does not go into effect until ap- 
proved by the committee on law of the Supreme Castle and is signed by the 
Supreme Chief. (See Constitution of Supreme Castle, article 6, section 5). 


Question 30.—Were officers elected under law so amended legally elected? 

Answer.—All elections of members not twelve months a member of the 
Grand Castle, in accord with your Constitution, were illegal. 

Question 31—Fred Harman, G. M. of R., Brooklyn, N. Y.: Can a Castle 
owing money to the Grand Castle for badges and jewels be entitled to repre- 
sentation and a yote in the Grand Castle? 

Answer.—Yes, if the capita tax is paid. 

Question 32.—Will the term from August 15, 1899 to May 1900 constitute 
a full term or will the present officers hold over? 

Answer.—Yes, it will constitute a full term and not necessary to serye 
another unless reelected. 


Question 33.—Walter Foster, G. C., Dayton, Ky.: A brother joined the 
Order about four years ago, he always kept himself and is now in good stand- 
ing. At the time of applying for admission he answered all questions in the 
affirmative and duly signed the register. Investigating Committee reported 
favorably and he was admitted. During all this time and for 20 years prey- 
ious the brother had a wenn on his leg, although it had never given him any 
annoyance or trouble of any kind. This was known to only a few brothers, 
none of whom made any objections to his admittance, in fact never mentioned 
it, as they did not consider it anything. A short time ago this wenn broke ~ 
and has disabled him for work and is now confining him to his bed. Is he en-- 
titled to benefits? 

Answer.—Yes. 


Question 34.—India Harris, G. G. of R., Richmond, Ind.: Is a Sir Knight, 
not a Past Chief, serving as Guard of outer portal of a new Temple entitled 
to a seat in the Grand Temple? 


Answer.—No. (See Constitutions of ‘Temples, article 9, Honors, page 19.) 
“The honors of Past Templars are given the first officers of Temples for the 
purpose of establishing Grand Temples in States where there are no Grand 
Temples providing the membership of each Temple shall not be less than forty.” 


Question 35.—W. F. Archer, D. S. C., Key West, Fla.: Is an applicant 
who has passed his 50th birthday eligible to membership? 

Answer.—Yes, unless by-laws of the Castles fix the age limit, if so, they 
must be complied with. } 


. 
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Question 36.—If a committee report unfavorably on an application and on 
balloting there are two or more black-balls, should the ballot be renewed? 

Answer—Yes, when if two or more black-balls be again found the Noble 
Chief shall declare the applicant rejected. 

Question 37.—W. J. Staples, G. C., Crystal Falls, Mich.: Have we any 
written law to bar an applicant for admission who follows the trade of bar- 
tender, saloonkeeper or teamster for a brewery? 

Answer.—No, unless Castle passed such a by-law. 

Question 38.—Lamartine Bishop, G. M. of R., Baltimore, Md.: Is it ob- 
ligatory for Grand officers to wear the chapeau, baldric, sword and belt or 
will the badge and jewel of officers be sufficient? 

Answer.—Supreme Constitution, ~age 28, article 17, section 11. “In ad- 
dition to the regular badge and jewel, members of the Supreme, Grand and 
Subordinate Castles may wear the uniform prescribed for the use of the mil- 
itary branch,”’ therefore it is optional. 

There have been a large number of questions asked for decision that have 
been referred to the various grand bodies as they come from the subordinate 
bodies and individuals. 


VISITATIONS. 


During the month of November and December I visited every Castle in 
the State, and all but one Temple. 

On Saturday evening, November 25, attended a reception and banquet 
given by the K. G. E. of Massachusetts, which brought together a large num- 
ber of the members of our Order in the State, and it was a very enjoyable 
oceasion, 

February 8—Publicly installed the officers of Suffolk Castle, assisted by P. 
G. C. H. D. W. Morris, P. G. C. F. O. Johnson, G. C. E. W. Shaw, G. V. C. EF. 
S. Whitten and Past Chief Randal G. Morris. 


February 9—Attended public installation of Windsor Castle. 


February 22—Visited New Haven, Conn., accompanied by P. G. C. H. 
D. W. Morris, and was present by invitation of the G. C. John W. Hutt 
at the Washington Birthday celebration. 


March 1—Attended a meeting called by the Past Templars of Massachu- 
setts to take action in regard to forming a Grand Temple, and I conferred the 
Past Templar’s degre upon 37 past templars. who were present, assisted by 
Past Templars Nellie Morris and Florence E. Roberts, and P. G. T. H. D. W. 
Morris. : 

March 26—Visited Philadelphia, Pa., accompanied by Gen. F. O. John- 
son, G. C., of Mass.; Colonel H. D. W. Morris and Captain C. B. Yule, of 
Boston, to attend the reception and banquet tendered by the members of the 
Military Branch of Philadelphia. Lieut. Gen. Reinicke was Chairman and 
toastmaster. 

On Wednesday night the Military Branch tendered a banquet and reception 
to myself and visiting brothers, Gen. F. O. Johnson, G. C. of M. Col. H. 
D. W. Morris and Captain C. B. Yule, of Boston. About 100 officers of the 
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Military branch were present representing the jurisdictions of Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware. The various toasts and 
responses were made by Lieut. Gen. H. P. Reinicke, Gen. A. C, Lyttle, Gen. 
F. O. Johnson, ex-Lieut. Gen. L. E. Stilz, Col. J. Hill, Col. J. M. Shappel, 
Colonel H. D. W. Morris, P. G. C. J. C. McKinney, Dr. E. S. Johnson, G. H. 
P., Col R. C. Murray, Jr., Col. A. R. Tomlinson, Gen. J. H. Aull, Adj. Gen. 
C. B. Wood, Col. W. H. Pelly and Col. H. C. Gerhart. In addition the follow- 
ing members of the Supreme Castle were present: Pennsylvania, W. Culbertson, 
D. W. Bussinger, John Dickinson. Delaware—W. O. Brown, Dr. J. Palmer, 
Jr., Garrett Smith. New Jersey—W. C. Hunter, J. E. Highley, Grand Trustee 
W. A. Wadasz, Col. Rockey, Col. Armbruster, Col. Austin Long, Lieut. Col. 
Roessler, Maj. T. S. Genay, Maj. W. R. Riecks, D. G. C. 8. Sidney Shaw, of 
Pottsville; J. Angus, of Bristol, and Past Chief J. W. Ford, of the Pinance 
Committee. 


March 29—Myself and visiting brothers were the guests of the Grand 
Castle of Pennsylvarfia and attended the special session called to install the 
Grand High Priest, Dr. Edward S. Johnson, of Harris Castle, No. 20, who, 
after the installation, was presented with a beautiful badge and jewel of his 
office. In addition there was an entertainment and hop. The event was 
under the auspices of the Grand Castle and Harris Castle, No. 20. It was 
held at the Broad Street Drawing Room, 715 North Broad street. Prior 
to the festivities there was a parade of the First Regiment Military 
Branch, Col. Robert C. Murray, Jr., accompanied by MHyde’s Philadelphia 
Marine band. The programme included graphaphone selections, opening of 
castle by officers of Harris Castle, No. 20, addresses of welcome Grand Chief 
Charles H. Webster, on behalf of the Knights of the Golden Hagle; address 
of welcome Grand Templar Mrs. Kate Haines on behalf of Ladies of the 
Golden Eagle, closing of castle, officers of Harris Castle, No. 20. This was fol- 
lowed by a hop. 

April 6—Attended reception and banquet given by the officers of First Mas- 
sachusetts Regiment. 

May S8—Attended the session of the Grand Castle of Massachusetts, and 
as I was one of the offieers to be installed requested P. G. C. J. A. Serra 
to install the grand officers-elect, which he did, assisted by Past Grand 
Chiefs present in a very able manner. 

June 6—Visited Providence Rhode Island and was present at the meeting 
of Norman Castle and found them s@emewhat despondent, but am pleased 
to report that after appointing a new D, S, C, they have redeemed themselves, 
and they are now doing nicely. wis 

July 5—Installed the officers of Justice Temple, assisted by members of 
the Grand Board in‘full uniform. 

July 29—Left Boston for Portland, Me., where I received a cordial greet- 
ing. 

Monday, July 30, accompanied by a delegation from Portland I visited Au- 
burn and Lewiston, Me. We were met at the station by a committee of 
brothers from Lewiston with carriages and escorted by Captain Hutchinson 
and members of Auburn Castle in full uniform, and members of Conway Castle, 
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of Auburn, and Alhambra Castle, of Lewiston. After a short parade, headed 
by the Second Regiment Band, we were escorted to the hotel, where supper 
-was in readiness for the members. After supper we attended the session of 
Alhambra Castle, of Lewiston, where a very large delegation was present 
to witness the second degree exemplified by Alhambra Degree staff. After 
the banquet that followed the exemplification there were remarks by many 
prominent and hard-working brothers of our Order in Maine. At an early hour 
Wwe separated with the knowledge that our Eastern border was guarded by 
Knights loyal and true. ' 


Tuesday, July 31, by the kindness of Brother Small, were shown the city 
of Lewiston, and in the afternoon saw Auburn, in company of Brother 
Hutchinson, and at night started for Portland, Me., where we were met by 
P. G. C. Howard Winslow and wife, and as there was no meeting of the Order 
that night went home with them and met P. G. C. Green, and in the evening 
we visited Riverton Park. Wednesday Brother Winslow drove me through 
the city, calling on many of the brothers; visited the castle hall and saw their 
beautiful paraphernalia. After a visit to the Islands we started for Ports- 
mouth, N. H., which was reached at 6 o’clock, August 1: was met by D. S. 
©. Richard E. Hannaford, and a committee of brothers; visited the Com- 
mandery meeting, where they held an informal reception and arrangements 
were made to visit them again. 


August 22d—Visited Oak Castle and Commandery, at Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire. We were met at the depot and escorted to the hall bey a recep- 
tion committee from the Castle. The opening and closing of the Castle was 
rendered very nicely, and after the Castle session, assisted by the Grand Of- 
ficers of Massachusetts, I conferred the Past Chief degree upon fifteen candi- 
dates. The Knights degree was conferred upon five candidates by the officers 
of Oak Castle, the work being done in a style receiving hearty com- 
Mendation from all present. Following the degree work, a choice banquet 
Was served in the upper hall, and consisted of all the dainties imaginable, after 
which a smoke talk was enjoyed by all. 

My staff consisted of the following: Past Grand Chief F. O. Johnson, 
Boston; Grand Chief E. H. Shaw, Boston; Grand Vice Chief F. S. Whitton, 
Grand Sir Herald H. F. Logan, Grand First Guard G. A. Gove, Boston; Grand 
Trustee C. H. Wood, Past Chiefs J. G. Cox, C. B. Yule, C. H. Lane, G. H. 
Perry, C. Loger, Bosten; T. Harlow, H. A. Dunham, G. H. Woodman. 


August 25th—Attended the special session of the Grand Castle of New 
York, accompanied by S. M. of R., A. C. Lyttle, Past Supreme Chief J. H. 
Aull, and Past Grand Chief John McKinny and J. Treibler, Jr. After the in- 
stallation of officers, S. M. of R., A. C. Lyttle, P. S. C. J. H. Aull, P. G. C. 
John McKinnry, P. G. C. John Treibler, Jr., gave some very interesting remarks 
regarding the Order, particularly the D. B. F., of which they are all active mem- 
bers and the result was that most of those present signed an application to 
the BP. B. FF. 


The affairs of the Order in New York had been somewhat tangled up for 
some time and resulted in a final breach at the Grand Castle session, owing 
to a misconstruetion of the law, some contending that when a law was passed 
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it would immediately go into effect, while others claimed, and rightly, that they 
must be approved by Committee on Law of Supreme Castle and signed by Su- 
preme Chief before going into effect. The officers were elected on the strength 
of the amendment passed that day and not approved, which caused a protest 
to be made by the representative of Empire Castle, of Brooklyn, after 
which the Grand Chief asked for a decision, which resulted in the officers being 
declared illegally elected. The Grand Chief then called a special session to re- 
elect officers to fill vacancies caused by the decision, which was done as pre- 


viously reported. In the meantime I had held the protest of Empire Castle, 


as the Castle in its protest positively refused to recognize the Grand Castle 
in any way, and would not send their protest to the Grand Chief to be signed 
as the law requires, but insisted that a special session of the Grand Castle be 
called by the Supreme Chief, in Brooklyn, and be presided over by him and it 
their request was not complied with they would surrender their charter, I 
wrote them, pointing out the law and requirements which they refused to com- 
ply with, and there was no one to represent their Castle at the special session. 
I wish to add that while thinking that the Supreme Chief was wrong in his 
decision against them, the Grand Officers of New York complied with the request 
and held a special session and were shown where they made their mistake, 
and I am sure that the Order in New York will live and grow, and at no very 
distant day be a pride to our Order, and, while regretting the loss of Empire 
Castle, think it better to lose a Castle than have one whose members Care so 
little about their obligation that they break it on the slightest provocation. 


September 1st—Made arrangement to attend the Grand Castle of New Jer- 
sey, but was prevented from so doing by sickness. 

September 6th—Not having received any word from Connecticut, wrote 
Grand Chief J. Hutt, requesting information regarding Grand Castle session, 
as I, with a staff, intended to visit them and install the Grand officers; also 
requested him to send letter or telegram to Boston address. On September 
8th, received circular and letter from Grand Chief, asking me to arrange for 
installing. Tuesday morning telegraphed to Grand Chief, waited until noon, 
telegraphed again another line, then at night telegraphed them saying that 
I was very much disappointed and went home and found telegram saying that 
the members of the Grand Castle would meet with Columbia Castle that night, 
“Be sure and come.’ It was then too late. Answer to my dispatch had been 
sent to one City while I waited in another. I wrote a letter giving an explana- 
tion, but have had no reply. 


During the year I have visited many subordinate Castles and Temples and 
have always received a most courteous reception. 


THE DEGREE OF CHIVALRY. 


In my opinion one of the most beautiful degrees of our Order is hardly ap- 
preciated. The only thing that can be said against it is the number required 
to render the work and the study that must be given to it by anyone who cares 
to master its intricate work, and it gives me much pleasure to know that it will 
be exemplified for the benefit of our members this year. I have given it many 
hours of study and can candidly say that the more I study it the more interest- 
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ing it becomes, and if the Commanderies once become familiar with the work 
they will have no difficulty in getting the members out to witness the work. 
It is a branch of our Order that needs the support of every brother, and to me 
is the most interesting of all. 


LADIES OF THE GOLDEN EAGLE. 


This branch of our Order is on the increase, and now that the laws gov- 
erning the degree have been revised and promulgated there should be no great 
trouble in deciding what is right, as most of the questions asked are plainly an- 
swered in the laws, and by a careful study of these more uniformity in the 
work would result. The Ritual of the degree has much that is beautiful and 
impressive, and can be much improved by eliminating a part of the opening and 
closing ceremony and by adding to some other parts. The installing of officers 
could be much improved and I have heard during the past year many sugges- 
tions regarding that part of the work, but have discouraged any changes being 
proposed this year, but shall recommend that a committee be appointed to revise 
the installing ceremony of the Temple degree. 


DEATH BENEFIT FUND. 


One year ago we made a change in the management of the Death Benefit 
Fund, and I can assure you that it Was a change for the best interests of our 
Order, that part of it whereby we endeavor to provide for the loved ones left 
behind, and while many of our brothers do not connect themselves with the 
D. B. F., still they wish to see it a success financially and numerically. At the 
special session of the Grand Castle of New York I listened with great interest 
to the words and explanations given of the workings of that branch of our 
Order, and could the members of the Supreme Castle have heard the words of 
P.S. C. J. H. Aull, P. S. C. A. C. Lyttle and P. G. C. John Treibler, Jr., 
‘and P. G. C. John C. McKinney they would agree with me in saying that 
the thanks of this Supreme body are due to the committee for their untiring 
labor in advocating the interest of the Death Benefit Fund. 


OUR FINANCES. 


The most important subject to us personally, and as an organization, is 
finances. We have in all of our past sessions passed various resolutions and 
amendments to try and improve our financial condition. Brothers, our whole 
Order to-day is in the same condition, throughout, with very few exceptions, 
lack of finances. When members are slow to pay their dues, subordinate Cas- 
tles slow in paying the Grand Casties and the Grand Castles slow to pay 
the Supreme—that is the condition to-day. So we must begin at the founda- 
tion and require prompt payments, raise the price of admission to our Order 
and so give our subordinate branches the needed funds to make prompt pay- 
ments. Let us all work to elevate our Order to such a standard that no 
amount would be too high a price to pay for admission into the Order of the 
Knights of the Golden Eagle. ,

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RECOMMENDATIONS.

3. That a special committee be appointed to prepare and submit at the 
next annual session a digest, as there is nothing so much needed. 

4. That the thanks of the Supreme Castle be voted to Grand Chief Wil- 
liams and the brothers of Ohio for their labors during the past year in be- 
half of the Supreme Castle and visiting brothers. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding my report as Supreme Chief I wish to express my sincere 
thanks to the. brothers who have so kindly assisted me in my labors of the 
past year. Were I to name them to you I should hardly know where to 
commence or to stop, for the officers of the Suprpeme Castle and members of 
the yarious committees have been untiring in their labors for the good of the 
Order. 

The Supreme Castle, at its last session, authorized and directed the in- 
coming Supreme Chief to collect the special assessment, where it remained 
unpaid. Yon all know the situation at that time, and I wish at this time to 
express to P. G. C. John C. McKinney my thanks for his labors in bringing 
about a settlement between the Supreme Castle and the Grand Castle of Del- 
aware, and, brothers of Delaware, may you never regret your loyalty to our 
Order. 

On entering upon the duties of Supreme Chief, the highest and most hon- 
orable post in your gift, I did so with the determination to do my best to bring 
peace and harmony to our beloved Order, and it has been my aim to decide 
the questions that have been submitted to me in an impartial manner and 
for the best interests of all. And now as my term of office is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close and I am about to surrender to my successor the gavel of au- 
thority with the care and responsibility, I ask you to tender to him the united 
support of the Order of the Knights of the Golden Eagle.

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Your attention is called to Item VIII, overdrawn $40,00, and we would 
ask for an appropriation to cover the amount. Item No. 1, Military Branch, 
is overdrawn $50.00. Your Committee approved of this overdraft, as it was 
necessary for the Lieutenant General to travel considerably during the year in 
furthering the interests of the Military Branch, and we would ask for an 
appropriation to cover the amount. Item No. IV, Military Branch, is over- 
drawn $58.60, as an overdraft on this item increases our revenue, we ask for 
an appropriation to cover the amount. 

It is absolutely necessary to increase the revenue of the Supreme Castle. as 
our present income is totally inadequate to meet our liabilities and pay our cur-, 
rent expenses, which have been lessened to the lowest possible amount consist- 
ent with the welfare of the Order. At the session of 1808 the assets exceeded 
our liabilities $1,218.42. In 1899 the amount was $1,596.29, and in 1900, the 
amount was $2,515 39. Although this apparently shows an increase of $1,297.97 
in the assets of 1900 above those of 1898, yet it must be considered that during 
the two years $2,805.48 was received from the special assessment levied by the 
Supreme Castle in 1898, and there is also a balance due us on the special as- 
“sessment of $584.00 from the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania, which we have 
included in our assets. 

Had this special assessment not been levied there would have been a deficit 
of expenses in excess of receipts of $2,091.46 in the last Two years. 

In view of the above facts it can readily be seen that an increase of our 
revenue is necessary. Your committee would, therefore, earnestly recom- 
mend: j 

First:—With a view of reducing the Expenses—The seiection of a centrally 
located city as the place for our next session. 

Second:—With a view to increase our Revenue—The adoption of an increase 
in the Per Capita Tax.

Youngstown, O., October 9, 1900. 


To the Supreme Chief and Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle. 

Brethren:—In compliance with requirement, your Committee on Appeals 
respectfully submit their report. We met and considered the following cases, 
and present them with our recommendations, in the order received, numbered 
respectively 1, 2, 3, 4 and 35. 


In the Supreme Castle, K. G. E., before the Committee on Appeals, Novem- 
ber twenty-seventh, A. D. 1899. 


Archibald Richardson, Appellee, On Appeal from 
Vs. Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. 
Jefferson Castle, No. 368, of Pa., Report of Commitee. 
Appellant. 


STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 


Richardson, being a member of Jefferson Castle, No. 368, of Pennsylvania, 
became disabled by sickness, and on November 9, 1896, he was recognized as 
being entitled to benefits. He was residing within the jurisdiction of Mahon- 
ing Castle, No. 266, which castle looked after him and reported his case to Jeffer- 
son Castle, which castle paid him benefits for a while, and then notified him 
the castle would pay him no more benefits on Liver and Stomach disease. 

Richardson then applied to his castle for a hearing, and a commissioner 
Was appointed to take testimony. 

It would seem that objection to paying benefits was based on an allega- 
tion that the disability was consequent upon a disease with which he was af- 
fected prior to Richardson’s admission to the castle, and which was not made 
known to the castle when he joined it. 

Testimony was taken on April 17, 1897. Richardson presented his claim for 
benefits and the certificate of his attending physician as follows: “I per- 
sonally attended Archibald Richardson from November 9, 1896, to January 11, 
1897, for disease of stomach and liver, during which time he was physically un- 
able to earn a living.” 

Richardson thus established a substantial right to benefits which must be 
allowed unless such claim was overcome in some lawful way. 

There was presented in support of the castle’s position, a certificate made 
by T. R. Williams, M. D., bearing date February 17, 1897, and was in words fol- 
lowing, to wit: “I have been asked to make a statement in regard to the 
health of Mr. A. Richardson prior to his union with your order. I will say 
that the first time I attended him was in June or July, 1887. At that time 
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I considered that he was suffering with a bilious attack, which in time pro- 
duced an obstinate diarrhoea. I have been called to see him at various times 
since, and have always considered his principal ailment to be catarrh of biliary 
duct. This latter caused biliary colic, which incapacitated him from work dur- 
ing the attack. Of late years it took on a more severe form.” 

Jefferson Castle was instituted July 22, 1890. 

The foregoing is all the evidence produced through the commissioner. Rich- 
ardson was notified that his case would be considerede by the castle at its 
regular meeting to be held April 27, 1897. Subsequently, and on April 26, 
1897, a notice was sent out that a special meeting of the castle would be held 
that evening at 7.30 to arrange for the funeral of Brother Allen and we will not 
meet April 27.’ This notice was sent to Richardson. 

At the special meeting which was held on April 26, 1897, pursuant to above 
notice, the castle took action on Richardson’s claim for benefits, and voted not 
to pay him benefits. 

The Master of Records notified Richardson of said action under date 
April 26, 1897, and further notified him, “if you wish to go further in the case 
you must appeal to Grand Castle.’’ Richardson did appeal. 

The Committee on Appeals of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania sustained 
Richardson’s appeal and directed thatthe castle should pay the amount of ben- 
efits in dispute, and reported their decision to the Grand Chief. 

Thereupon Jefferson Castle appealed from the action of the committee to 
the Grand Castle. The Grand Castle of Pennsylvania dismissed the appeal, 
and sustained the action below of their committee. Thereupon Jefferson 
Castle appeals to the Supreme Castle. 


DECISION. 


The Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle has given this case full 
examination and consideration; and are of opinion and do report: That Rich- 
ardson presented to his castle a substantial claim for benefits, duly supported by 
proper and sufficient proof. 

That the evidence presented by Jefferson Castle in opposition to Richard- 
son's claim was insufficient to defeat it; and that on the merits of the case, 
Richardson was and is entitled to the benefits claimed. 

The case is decided upen its merits; but were the position of the castle by 
way of proof overwhelmingly strong, still on appeal the case must have been 
decided against them, because the action was had at a special meeting and 
no notice given in the call for the meeting. 

We recommend that the appeal of Jefferson Castle, No.’ 369, of Pennsylva- 
nia, be dismissed, and that said castle be required to pay to Richardson the 
amount of benefits claimed by him and disputed by his castle. 
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In the Supreme Castle, K. G. E., before the Committee on Appeals, No- 
vember 27, A. D., 1899. 


F. B. Fletcher, Appellee, Claim, for Benefits, 
vs. On Appeal from the 
Golden Crown Castle, No. 57, of Pa., Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. 
Appellant. 


STATEMENT OF THE CASH. 


Hletcher was a member of Golden Crown Castle, No. 57, of Pennsylvania, 
of long standing. It is presumed he had been drawing benefits for some con- 
siderable period of time for some chronic disability. What the disability was 
does not appear. On April 20, 1898, the N. C. for the Relief Committee report- 
ed he had seen Fletcher “whitewashing and helping to scrub down the yard.” 
Thereupon the castle voted to deny benefits to Fletcher, and on May 11, 1898, 
the castle got notice from Fletcher asking examination into his claim in accord- 
ance with the By-laws. A commissioner was appointed to gather proofs, etc., 
and on June 8, following, the commissioner made his return to the castle, and 
.on the same date considered thereon and yoted to deny benefits to Fletcher. He 
thereupon appealed to the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. Such action was had 
in the Pennsylvania jurisdiction as their laws call for, resulting in sustaining 
of the appeal and the castle was directed to pay to Fletcher the benefits in 
dispute. From this action of the Grand Castle the castle has appealed to the 
Supreme Castle. 


DECISION. 


The Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle has patiently examined 
the record sent up, which seems to be full and complete. 

We find that the evidence submitted by the castle to support its action 
in refusing benefits, even were it undisputed, was insufficient; and in such mat- 
ters the burthen of proof is upon the castle. However, the record affords 
abundant evidence submitted on the part of Fletcher fully controverting the 
evidence submitted by the castle. 

Upon these findings, we recommend: That the action of the Grand Castle 
of Pennsylvania be sustained, and the appeal dismissed; and that Golden 
Crown Castle be directed to pay to Fletcher the benefits in dispute. 


In the matter of the appeal of F. W. Anton, P. C., from the action of the 
Grand Castle of Pennsylvania, K. G. E. 


STATEMENT OF THE CASH. 


At the Annual Session of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania for the year 
1900, at the afternoon session on Saturday, May 12, the report of the Hlec- 
tion Committee was made, the report bing read by a member of said committee. 

It was thereupon moved ‘‘that six votes in Castle, No. 90, be stricken out, 
as they were illegal.” 
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The presiding officer declined to entertain the motion. Thereupon Brother 
Fred M. Anton, Representative of No. 19, raised the point: ‘‘When shall the 
final summing up of the vote be made by the Committee on Elections?” : 

The presiding officer thereupon declared as the decision of the chair, “The 
time is fixed by the Committee on Elections.” 

The following point was also raised: ‘Shall the entire vote of a castle be 
thrown out in the event of any irregularity in the voting or Past Chiefs voting 
who are not entitled to a vote?’ 

The Chair ruled that the Constitution provides. 


Brother Anton appealed from the decision on point raised by himself. The 
decision of the Chair was sustained. It is from this action that Brother Anton 
appeals. 

Upon reading the printed minutes of the proceedings of Pennsylvania Grand 
Castle on the afternoon in question, it is readily to be gathered that the real 
question before the Grand Castle, voiced as it was by a number of questions 
and motions introduced by Bro. Shappell, now Grand Chief; Bro. Anton, Bro. 
C. B. Wood, Bro. A. C. Lyttle, Bro. J.D. Barnes and Bro. Wm. Jaques, was 
“Has the Grand Castle any control over the report of the Election Committee 
when it has been presented?” 

It was in effect decided by vote of the Grand Castle that nothing could 
be considered which would affect the results stated in the report of the Elee- 
tion Committee. The ruling was that the report of the committee was conclu- 
sive, and this ruling the Grand Castle sustained, and hence this appeal. The 
foregoing is evident by the disposition made of the motion made by Bro. A. C. 
Lyttle, to wit, the motion was, “That the election committee be directed to 
count the vote of Crescent Castle, No. 98, of Philadelphia, which had been 
thrown out.” This motion was ruled out of order, and on appeal the ruling was 
sustained. 

While the appeal of Bro. Anton narrowly considered would bring up only a - 
part of the series of rulings and actions of the Grand Castle, nevertheless the 
Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle feel that the matter cannot be 
treated in piecemeal, and accordingly deal with the matter as a whole, as it 
was dealt with by the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania on the occasion in ques- 
tion. 

We have carefully read Article IX, of the Constitution of Pennsylvania 
Grand Castle. It provides for the nomination of candidates for office to be made 
at the annual sessions of the body; and for an election from such candidates 
by votes of the Psst Chiefs in each castle at the last stated session in De- 
cember. It further provides that the Election Committee shall canvas the re- 
turns from the castles at a time prior to the annual session of the Grand 
Castle. In making their report to the Grand Castle the committee are to report 
the record of valid votes and also a list of the castles whose votes have been 
rejected, with the cause of rejection, etc. , 

There is a provision also that in case the return forwarded to the G. M. of 
R. for the committee shall not be received, then the copy of the same return 
furnished to the Representative may be presented at the annual session pre- 
vious to the final summing up of the vote. 
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It does not seem necessary to further recite the provisions of the Pennsyl-- 
vania election law. It is easily to be gathered therefrom that the Committee- 
on Election are to tabulate the yotes from the returns as they find them cor- 
rect in form, and they are to cause the Castles to be notified when their returns: 
are defective; and time is given for correction of returns. 

The Election Committee are to report the facts to the Grand Castle. There- 
upon the Represeitative who has a return which the committee have not had,may 
present that return and the votes named therein, if correct, shall be carried 
into the tabulation. 

The report of the committee of their actions in tabulating and-in reject- 
ing returns being before the Grand Castle, thereupon what they have done 
stands for approval, correction or rejection by the Grand Castle. When the 
Grand Castle has pased on all the controverted matters, and the facts have been 
determined by vote of the Grand Castle, then, and not till then, can the final 
summing up of the votes be made. This summing up of the votes is a mere cler- 
ical act. The final judging and determining what returns and votes shall be valid 
and be counted is the act of the Grand Castle alone. 

The Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle recommend to the Su- 
preme Chief that he sustain the appeal of Brother Fred. Anton, and that he 
declare the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania in the wrong in refusing to enter- 
tain the questions raised and motions made to correct the report of the Election 
Committee following the making of said report; and in refusing to entertain 
motions calculated to determine what returns should be considered valid and 
what votes should be counted. 

And that he declare, that, under the law of the Pennsylvania Grand Castle, 
the final summing up of the vote is to be made when final action has been had 
by the Grand Castle on the report of the Election Committee. 


Keport of Supreme Castle Committee on Appeals, in the case 


Marcus H. DeWolf On Claim for Sick Benefits. 
agsinst On Appeal from Grand Castle 
St. Paul Castle, No. 287, of Pennsylvania. 


of Pennsylvania. 


This matter now comes before the Supreme Chief by way of Appeal by St. 
Paul Castle, No. 287, of Pennsylvania, from the decision of the Grand Castle of 
Pennsylvania. 


Here follows a statement of the case: 


Wolf was a member in good standing of St. Paul Castle, No. 287, of Penn- 
sylvania, and was residing in New York city. On March 30, 1899, he caused his: 
castle to be informed that he was taken ill on March 29, 1899. On April 20, 
1899, Wolf forwarded the certificate of his attending physician duly certified, to 
the effect that since March 29, 1899, Wolf had been and still was entirely in- 
capacitated from attending to his business by reason of sickness. 

On April 30 the castle wrote to Wolf asking him to get his physician to 
certify what the sickness resulted from. This Wolf did, and on May 3, the physi- 
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‘cian certified his opinion, and on May 17, same physician answered an interyen- 
ing letter from the castle fully explaining his diagnosis of Wolf’s case. 

On June 5, 1899, another certificate for another sickness was made by the 
hospital surgeon where Wolf had been lodged for treatment, covering a further 
period of incapacity. 

These certificates were duly received by the castle and were in ample form 
-as required by the By-laws. 

The castle sent one of its members who was a physician to New York to 
look up the case, and the record contains the substance of his report, which 
it would seem he did not put into writing and verify by his signature. It would 
-seem that the Master of Records noted down what he understood this visiting 
member to say in making a verbal report. However, taking these statements 
to be evidence in the case, there is nothing in them which would destroy the 
strength of two certificates of attending physicians duly filed by Wolf with his 
castle in accordance with its laws. 

The castle neglected to pay the benefits and Wolf appealed. 

The decision of the Pennsylvania authorities in the Order, sustained Wolf's 
appeal, and ordered the castle to pay him the benefits claimed; and from this de- 
cision and order the castle now appeal to the Supreme Chief. 

An examination of the stated reasons for appeal discloses that St. Paul 
Castle objects because Wolf appealed ina certain way. Also because the Com- 
mittee on Appeals below refused the testimony of Dr. Peltz, a P. C. of No. 287. 

(This reason does not appear to be true or to have truth to support it. See 
Proceedings Pennsylvania Grand Castle, 1900, page 82). < 

The Supreme Chief having referred this matter to the Committee on Appeals 
of the Supreme Castle, that committee returns the same with the following 


OPINION. 


Wolf being a member of said castle No. 287, of Pennsylvania, residing out- 
side the State, was by the laws required to substantiate his claim for benefits 
by the verified certificate of his attending physician (a) of the character of his 
disability (b) the date of its incurrence (c) the period of its continuance (ce) 
that thereby he was incapacitated for performing his usual avocation. 

Wolf fell sick March 29, 1899, and immediately notified his castle, and later 
on filed the required verified certificate of his attending physician. The castle 
then asked Wolf to get a certificate from his attending physician as to what 
was the cause of his disease or what it resulted from. He did this, and the 
ywhysician fully explained his disagnosis to the castle. : 

No reply was made to Wolf’s demand for benefits until June 4, 1899. In 
tthe mean time Wolf had been disabled by an affection of the eyes and had 
sent in a verified certificate of his physician in due form to secure an additional 
allowance of benefits. 

The M. of R. of No. 287, under date June 4, 1899, wrete to Wolf that “the 
‘castle has decided to take no further action in your case.” 

We are of opinion that on this state of facts Wolf was entitled to receive, and 
the castle was legally bound to pay him weekly benefits for the certified 
periods of disabibty. 
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The laws governing said castle provide that the question of a non-resident. 
member’s disability shall be determined by the verified certificate of his at- 
tending physician. There is no other method of. determining this question of 
fact pointed out in the laws, either expressly or impliedly. Wolf was and is 
entitled to be paid the stipulated benefits demanded by him. 

The conduct of his castle in neglecting to pay him was arbitrary and in 
violation of the laws controlling the parties. 

Wolf’s appeal to the constituted authorities of the Order in Pennsylvania 
Jurisdiction appears to have been regular and in accord with the laws of that 
jurisdiction. His right to benefits was sustained by that jurisdiction. 

Castle No. 287, of Pennsylvania, pow appealing to the Supreme Chief to 
reverse the decision made below in this matter, we offer the following 


RECOMMENDATION. 


That the appeal of St. Paul Castle, No. 287, of Pennsylvania, be dis- 
missed and that the said Marcus H. De Wolf be declared to be entitled to the 
benefits demanded by him, and that said castle be adjudged to pay the same. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPEALS. 


: \ 
Crescent Castle, No. 98, Pa. Appeal from Action of Grand Castle 
vs. on decision of presiding officer re- 

Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. lating to motion to count vote of said 


castle for Grand Officers. 


At the Stated Session of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania, held at Allen- 
town, May 12, 1900, the report of the Election Committee was presented by 
that committee, being read by a member thereof. 

The report is to be found on pages 129 to 134 of printed proceedings. 

The action complained of is to be found on pages 164 to 166. 

This report contained no reference whatever to the vote from Crescent Castle, 
No. 98, and the castle is not mentioned in the report. 

The report being before the Grand Castle for action thereon, it was moved: 

“That the Election Committee be directed to count the vote of Crescent 
Castle, No. 98, of Philadelphia, which has been thrown out.” 

A point of order was thereupon raised in these words: 

“That as this Grand Castle has sustained the decision of the acting Grand 
Chief that the time for the final counting of the vote is to be decided by the 
committee on election, and as we have the report before us no protest can be 
considered as the reception of this protest would open the way for an indefinite 
number, and that the motion is further out of order because a declaration that 
gives no reason for counting a rejected vote cannot be considered at all.” 

The presiding officer decided the poit well taken. 

An appeal was taken from the ruling to the Grand Castle. 

This question was put: 

“Shall the decision of the Grand Chief be sustained?” 

The decision of the presiding officer ~~ s sustained. 

From the aforesaid action the said Crescent Castle No. 98, of Pennsyl- 
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vania, appeals to the Supreme Chief, and the Supreme Chief having referred 
the appeal to the Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle, the committee 
report their opinion as follows: 

We are of the opinion that the motion to count the vote of Crescent Council 
was in order. 

The report of the Election Committee having been presented the subject 
matter of that report was properly before the Grand Castle for consideration. 

The subject matter was the tabulation of the votes cast for Grand Officers 
so as to determine who had been elected. 

The motion made was along the proper lines by which the subject matter 
before the body could be determined. 

The Grand Castle was first to determine what votes ought to be and should 
be counted. When this had been done then the summing up of the vote could 
readily be had. 

The ruling by the presiding officer of the body that the motion was not in 
order was clearly an error. 

The action of the Grand Castle in sustaining the erroneous ruling of the 
Chair was wrong. 

It prevented a hearing of the matter before the body on its merits and 
prevented the due operation of the laws in such case made and provided by the 
jurisdiction of Pennsylvania. 

Those laws provided for the correction of mistakes by the Committee on 
Elections and provided that the votes of castles not reported by the committee 
should under certain circumstances be counted after the coming in of the 
report of the Election Committee. 

The effect of the ruling of the presiding officer which was thus approved 
by the Grand Castle was to make the action of the Election Committee a final 
disposition of the matter of elections, which is in direct conflict with the Consti- 
tution of the Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. 

The Grand Castle itself determines the matter, and when it has determined 
the matter in its discretion there is no appeal therefrom. 

In this case the Grand Castle refused to act in determination of the matter, 
and this refusal is in conflict with its laws, and its act is wrong. 

We recommend that the appeal be sustuined and that the Grand Castle of 
Pennsylvania be directed to act upon the motion to count the vote of Crescent 
Castle, No. 98. 


An appeal of Jacob H. Aull, P. S. C. of Maryland, from the action of Grand 
Castle of Maryland in adopting the report of its Committee on Elections, was 
presented. Two members of the Committee on Appeals being members of the 
jurisdiction of Maryland decline to act on this case, and it is respectfully referred 
to the Supreme Castle. 


in the matter of the appeal of J. M. Shappell against the Grand Castle 
of Pennsylvania. 

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

On October 3, 1899, the Grand Chief of Pennsylvania received a written 
request to call a special session of the Grand Castle during the month of 
October, 1899, stating two matters to be considered, which request was over 
the signatures of fifteen representatives. 
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The Grand Chief held this request until October 16, when he addressed 
a letter to the Grand Vice Chief to the effect that he declined to call the spe- 
cial session, as requested. 

The Constitution of Pennsylvania Jurisdiction provides in Art. II, See. 1, 
for a stated session. : 

Sec. 2. “Special sessions shall be called at the written request of fifteen 
representatives.” 

Sec. 3. “Upon the refusal of the Grand Chief to exercise his powers, as 
expressed in the previous section, a special session shall be called by the Grand 
Vice Chief.” 

The Grand Vice Chief, on November 16, 1899, issued a call for a special 
session, to be held on November 28, 1899, 

A special session was held on Noyember 28, 1899, at which the G. V. C. pre- 
sided. 

The written request by fifteen representatives for Grand Chief to call a 
special session is admitted, and a copy of same is in evidence. 

The letter of the Grand Chief addressed to G. V. Chief, dated October 16, 
1899, is admitted and copy of same is in evidence. 

The call issued by the G. V. Chief is admitted and copy of same is in evi- 
dence. H 

The minutes of the special session are in evidence. 

There is also in evidence the copy of a letter dated October 17, 1899. 
written by one of the fifteen representatives who had signed request for calling 
special session, and addressed to the Grand Chief, stating his desire to with- 
draw his name from said call. 

Article VI, Sec. 2, enumerates the powers of the Grand Chief and the 
following language is there found: “At the written request of fifteen represen- 
tatives shall call special sessions for the transaction of such business only as 
shell be specified in such request, not inconsisteut with the provisions of this 
Constitution.” 

There was an adjournment of the special session of November 28 to a 
later day. but it is not necessary to consider it. We deem that a determina- 
tion of the question whether the session of November 28 was a legal meet- 
ing will determine the whole matter. ay : 


OPINION. 


To give a legal character to the session of November 28 it must have EES 
legally called. a 

To be legally called, it must have been called by the right official, and 
proper notice given to those entitled to seats and votes. 

A notice was sent to each Casne more than ten days prior to Novemver 
28, 1899. This was the notice specitied in the Constitution. 

The legality of the notice was questioned by counsel for the Grand Castle, 
because the seal of Grand Castle was not affixed thereto. 

There dees not seem to be any such provision specitied for the notice. If 
there had been, still in the case in hand it was beyond the power of the Grand 
Vice Chief to secure the affixing of the seal. The seal was in the custody of 
an officer who recognized that the calling of a special session was antagonistic 
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to himself, and all his efforts were bent towards defeating a call for a special 
session. The tactics of an obstructionist could not, and should not be allowed 
to, defeat the constitutional right of fifteen representatives. 


The sole question to be considered seems to be, “was the session called by 
the proper officer?’ and in determining this point we take the Pennsylvania 
Constitution just as it is written. The provisions of that Constitution are 
unique. It is doubted if similar provisions can be found in the constitution of 
any similar society. 

The peculiar provision is, that in case the Grand Chief refuses to call a 
special session when requested in writing by fifteen representatives, that then 
the Grand Vice Chief shall issue a eall. 

It matters not whether the Grand Chief was influenced by good or by bad 
reasons in refusing to make the call on request, upon his refusal to exercise 
the power, it becomes the duty of the Grand Vice Chief to do it. 

This is the plain language of the Constitution, and who may give any other 
meaning to words so clearly expressing the intent of the framers of the instru- 
ment. 

We might well be spared considering the reasons advanced by the Grand 
Chief for not heeding the request of the fifteen representatives, for another suf- 
ficient reason. 

Article II relates to and embraces the law covering the holding of sessions 
of the Grand Castle. That is the subject matter of that article. It fixes be- 
yond peradyenture that the annual session shall be held in May. Just as surely 
and cleariy it provides that special sessions shall be called at the written re- 
quest of fifteen representatives. 

There is not a single restriction, there are no ifs, or provisos annexed. 

The necessity for a special session is settled by the fifteen representatives, 
who unite in requesting it to be called. On them falls the onus if the result or 
event proves the calling to be foolishness. Neither the Grand Chief or the 
Grand Vice Chief has any share in the responsibility for a called session. 


It is the Grand Chief’s simple duty to carry into effect the request made 


upon him. He has no right to say them nay. : 

If, however, he shall refuse, then the special session shall be called by the 
Grand Vice Chief. 

The point is made by the Grand Chief that certain words in the provisions 
ef Art. VI, Sec. 2, to wit, “not inconsistent with the provisions of the Con- 
stitution,” gave him discretion in making a call when requested in the con- 
stitutional way. 

The words quoted have no such meaning, they do not relate to the action 
of the Grand Chief; they qualify and limit the business to be transacted. 

The language that governs the act of the Grand Chief is, “shall call.” 
This is the same language as appears in Article (II) relating to sessions. 

The point made that one of the fifteen representatives recalled his request, 
does not affect the determination of the question. He could not do it after 
joining with his fellows in a solemn act and lodging the paper with the Grand 
Chief. 

He did not do it until after the Grand Chief had refused to call. It was 
then beyond his power to recall his request. It had been acted upon. 


——- 
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We are of the opinion that the special session of November 28, 1899. was 
legally called. 
There appears to be no dispute over the fact that it was held. 
We are therefore of the opinion that the special session of the Grand Castle 
of Pennsylvania, held on November 28, 1899, was a legal session of that body. 
Ve recommend that the appeal of Brcther J. M. Shappell be sustained, and 
the action of the Grand Castle appealed from be reversed, and the special ses- 
sion of November 28, 1899, declared a legal session.

GRAND CASTLE OF MARYLAND, port of its Committee on Hlec- 
ey Ga Bs: tions. : 


The laws of Maryland Jurisdiction provide for votes to be cast for Grand 
Castle officers by the Past Chiefs in their respective castles, and for the result 
to be sealed and certified to the Grand Master of Records and also to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Elections; and also ore copy to be retained in 
eastle. At a time, at least thirty days prior to ensuing session of Grand Castle, 
the Hlection Committee meets and opens the returns and counts and tabulates 
the yotes, and forwards a report to the Grand Chief. Informalities are re- 
ported, as well as a list of castles from which no returns have been received. 
The candidate having the highest number of votes is declared elected. 

It is provided in the law that the voting in the castles shall occur on the 
last session in December. It is admitted that only five castles voted at the 
last session in December, and that twelve castles voted earlier in the month. 

_ If the votes of the five castles only were counted, the result would be the 
same, save, in the post of Grand Vice Chief, the brother who would thus be 
elected is not the appellant. 

At the stated session of the Grand Castle of Maryland, held in May last, 
1900, the Hiection Committee made report to the Graud Castle, exhibiting a 
summary of the yotes from seventeen castles, and that Grand Officers were elect- 
ed as follows: 

(Then follows a statement of the brother elected to each office.) 

Thereupon a motion was made to adopt the report of the committee. 

Brother Aull, the appellant herein, thereupon raised the point of order that 
the election was not a legal election, some of the castles having voted on other 
dates than was prescribed in the law. 

This was not a point of order, but rather a statement of an argument 
against adopting the report, which was the pending motion. 

The point of order was disallowed and, the vote being taken on the mo- 
tion to adopt, the report of the Committee on Elections was adopted. 

It transpired in the argument, and it is an admitted fact, that the Grand 
Chief of Maryland had granted a dispensation to the castles in Maryland, al- 
lowing them to cast their vote at an earlier date in December so as to avoid holi- 
day week. It is also admitted that no fee was charged or paid for such dispen- 
sation. 

Brother Aull now appeals to the Supreme Chief from the action of the 
Grand Castle in adopting the report of its Election Committee. 

There is no intimation of any unfair dealing or ulterior purpose in anything 
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that was done. 

The reasons and grounds of the appeal, briefly stated, are: 

1. The vote cast in twelve castles was cast at another date than is pre- 
scribed in the law. 

2. Though there was a dispensation to cover this, still the Grand Chief 
had no right or authority to grant such dispensation, except at the request of 
the castle, and that being granted without fee it was ineffective. 


OPINION. 


The Committee on Appeals of the Supreme Castle, are of opinion that the 
Grand Castle of Maryland, under the election law of that jurisdiction, is the 
final judge of the election of its officers. 

The law requires report to be made to the Grand Castle, of all the facts sur- 
rounding the election. The committee reports the votes it deems valid, and the 
list of castles from which no returns came to them; and also the list of castles 
whose votes have been rejected for informality. 

In case of a tie vote, the election is had on floor of the Grand Castle. 

Wherever a report is required to be made to a Grand Castle, by a commit- 
tee, it is so required in order that the Grand Castle may act théreon, amend- 
ing, correcting or adopting it. 

On the coming in of the report the matter reported becomes the property of 
the body to be disposed of in some way. 

In this case the committee reported certain conclusions, to wit, that certain 
brothers had been elected to certain positions. 

The Grand Castle adopted the report, and thereby made the conclusions of 
the committee the conclusions of the Grand Castle. 

This action and decision of the Grand Castle is a final disposition of the 
matter, because it is a matter resting in the discretion of the Grand Castle. 
We must be governed in such matters by the rule of our civil courts. Civil 
courts will not review a matter which rested in the discretion of the lower 


court. 
This disposes of the merits of the case. If it may seem desirable to ans- 


wer the appellant’s stated reasons and grounds of appeal, then the committee 
would add this: 

The granting of a dispensation by a Grand Chief, is a matter resting 
in his sound discretion. If he sees it to be for the good of the Order, he may 
grant dispensation. as well of his own motion as when moved thereto by a re- 
quest from a castle. 

It is a matter extraneous to the written laws, and is always done to avoid 
the letter of some written law. 

Our opinion is that no formal request is necessary to the allowance of a 
dispensation. Practically those castles in this instance, which used the author- 
ity given by the dispensation, did ask for it. 

For same reasons as above no fee is necessary to complete the effective 
character of the dispensation. 

That the dispensation was not paid for would not affect its virility.

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Report of the Lieutenant General of the Military Branch 


HEADQUARTERS MILITARY BRANCH. 
KNIGHTS OF THE GOLDEN EAGLE. 
PHILADELPHIA, October 1, 1900. 


To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Hagle. 


Sir Knights and Brothers:—In contrast to my last annual report, in which 
I showed a decrease of 468 members, there is some evidence of improyement 
during the year just ended, which has a record of an increase of 69. I regret 
to have to report a large number of delinquent Commanderies which have fail- 
ed to forward reports. Had it not been for this negligence we should no doubt 
have been able to show quite a satisfactory increase. 

While the value of the Military Branch is acknowledged by nine-tenths 
of our membership on account of the excellent public displays they have made 
in various jurisdictions, also the fact that the internal working in our castles is 
materially improved wherever they have the influence of the Military Branch, 
yet it is noticeable that there is a lack of encouragement on the part of Grand 
Castles. If the Grand Castles would make small appropriations for the assist- 
ance of the Military Branch, enthusiasm would ensue which would prove ben- 
eficial to each jurisdiction. This lack ofassistance in the face of the fact that 
the members of a Commandery are the most active and zealous Sir Knights 
in our Order, has a tendency to discourage those who spend most time and 
money in our interests. I desire to make a strong appeal to each Grand Chief 
to assist Headquarters by making a special effort during the coming year to 
push forward this very valuable adjunct of our Order. With their voice and 
interest there is no doubt we should be able to bring the Military Branch to 
its former condition. 

In order to meet the exigencies of the Military Branch, with a view of reviv- 
ing the enthusiasm necessary for its growth, which, in sequence, has a bene- 
ficial effect on the Order at large, it became necessary for me to exceed the 
appropriation. The amount having been reduced from $300 to $200 in the last 
year crippled the extent of my operations, making it impossible to conduct 
the same profitably on the minimum amount. My explanation to the Finance 
Committee resulted in their approval of the overdraft of $50. 

I have nothing to recommend this year. The change in uniform appears 
to give perfect satisfaction, particularly the cap. I still adhere to my opinion 
that the time for Grand Commanderies has not arrived.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 
Question No. 1.—Springfield, No. 2, Ohio: Springfield Commandery, No. 2, 


received the application of a Crusader, who was at one time a member of an- 
other Commandery. He was suspended about seven years ago for non-payment 


: 
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of dues (he never was a member of the Degree of Chivalry). Must he pay 
his back dues and procure a discharge from the Commandery to which he pre- 
viously belonged or does he come in as a new member. 


Answer.—All laws being repealéd when Degree of Chivalry was adopted 
in 1895, any one suspended before is eligible without discharge for membership. 

Question No. 2—Harmony Commandery, No. 39, Pennsylvania: Harmony 
Commandery, No. 59, have decided to eauiy themselves with the new regula- 
tion fatigue caps, adopted at the last meeting of the Supreme Castle. The com- 
missioned officers wish to secure the caps for themselves with the embroidered 
crest. Now if the Chevaliers use the metal and the officers the embroidered 
crest, and a question arose would the Commandery be considered equipped 
strictly regulation. 

Answer.—As Loth brass embossed and embroidery have been worn for years 
by both officers and men, no line can now be drawn. If a Commandery chooses 
to adopt one for the officers and one for the men I see no objection. 

Question 3.—Williamsport Commandery, No. 90: The undersigned former 
members of Williamsport Commandery, No. 90, M. B. D. of C., IX. G. E., re- 
spectfully appeal to you from the action of said Commandery for charging us 
the sum of one dollar ($1) for our discharges, on the grounds that they have 
no law in their By-laws to that effect and they made a motion after we had 
applied for a discharge, and the only price named in the Rules and Regula- 
tions, Art. NIII, Sec. 1, is 50 cents. Your appellant asks that you will reverse 
said proceedings ot grant such other relief as you may deem the merits of the 
case demands. 

Answer.—Inasmuch as Art. XIII, Section 1, orders that the fee for a dis- 
charge shall not ve less than 50 cents, and your By-laws do not specify any 
amount the Commandery cannot charge more than 50 cents, without amending 
its laws. I, must, therefore, reverse the action of No. 90 in charging $1. 

Question No. 4.—Major W. Rollason, Jr., Greensburg, Pa.: In marching 
in single file and making right or left (corner) do we make a flank movement 
or come to a momentary pause and then turn, and the sergeant in forming his 
company and in making his own movements does he make flank or other move- 
ment at right or left (corner)? 

Answer.—Hxecute flank movement in both cases witnout halting. 

Question No. 5.—Williamsport, No. 90, Pa.: Can a Major, serving as a com- 
missioned officer (say Lieutenant) two years and Major one year, go on retired 
roll with highest rank? 


Answer. Yes. 
GENERAL AND SPECIAL ORDERS. 


I have issued two general and thirty-four special orders and two circulars. 
ene of the spc cial orders being of general importance, they are omitted from 
my report. 
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HEADQUARTERS MILITARY BRANCH. 
GENERAL ORDERS, NO. 1. 


I. Orders are hereby issued to Commanderies to prepare for Annual Inspec- 
tion which should take place as early as possible after receipt of this order. 

II. Assistant Inspector Generals who will be appointed, must make a re- 
port to the Inspector General on March first, or within ten days thereafter. 


III. Annual reports are enclosed. They are to be made on the first meeting 
in February and forwarded to Headquarters not later than the fifteenth of 
March, accompanied by commission fees of officers elected. 

IV. Election of officers of the Drill Department must be held on the 
first meeting in February, notification of same being immediately forwarded to 
the Adjutant General, and the fees forwarded within thirty days of election, 
failing which, election will be declared yoid and the delinquent officer will not 
be permitted to be a candidate. 

V. The Colonel of each Regiment is required to inspect his command semi- 
annually and make a report thereof, on or before the fifteenth day of March of 
each year, to the Lieutenant General. 

VI. The Colonel of each Regiment will notify each Commandery in his 
tegiment when he or a commissioned offieer whom he may detail, will hold 
the eleetion for Captain and first and second Lieutenants. 

VII. The following amendments were made at the Supreme Castle session 
held in New York, October 10, 12, 1899: ; 

“The commissioned officers shall be elected annually, at the first meeting in 
February; provided, that the officers elected at the formation of a Command- 
ery shall serve their full term of one year, and until the following February; 
and provided, also, that all commissions in force at the adoption of these laws 
shall expire at the termination of time as stated in said commission. 

The Major of a Battalion shall be elected for one year, in March, by the 
commissioned officers of the Companies composing the Command. 

The Major of a separate Battalion shall appoint the Battalion Staff, after. 
the manner of appointment of a Regimental Staff. 

The Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonei of a Regiment shall be elected for one 
year, in March, by the Majors and other commissioned officers of the Compan- 
ies composing the Regiment. 

Nominations for Regimental Field Officers to be made by Commanderies 
at their February meeting.” 

VIII. In pursuance therewith, the election of Majors will take place in 
March, and only those commissioned officers who were elected in February 
and have applied for their commissions are eligible to vote. 


IX. Nominations for Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel must be made at the 
February meeting and received by the Adjutant General not later than March 
ist, upon which date Special Orders will be issued for the election of said offi- 
cers. Elections will close on March 20th. Only those Majors and commis- 
sioned officers who have applied for their commissions will be eligible to vote 
for Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel. 
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X. By-Laws or amendments to laws to be approved by the Committee on 
Law, must be sent to Adjutant General, ©. B. Wood, Delanco, N. J. 

XI. It is the duty of Chevaliers to obey the commands of their superior 
officers and to attend meetings and drills of their commanderies. 

Commissioned officers failing to attend their company or Regimental meet- 
ings, can have charges preferred against them for non-compliance with orders. 

XII. The law requirng officers to pay for their commissions within 30 days 
of appointment also applies to members of the Lieutenant General’s staff.

GENBRAL ORDER NO. 2.

Preparations are now being made to honor the Grand 
Castle Sessions at Allentown, Pa.; Bellefontaine, O., and Trenton, N. J., by 
presenting to the public such displays as will result in renewed benefits to each 
jurisdiction. In return for such sacrifices as will be made by each Chevalier 
for the Good of the Order, some combined effort should be made in each 
jurisdiction to attract the attention of each Grand Cas:le to the fairness and 
necessity of their assistance, rather than permit the members of so valuable 
an adjunct to our Order, to defray all the expenses incurred in making a ered- 
itable display, from which the members themselves reap no benefit, but are 
willing to make personal sacrifices to create a revival by thoroughly advyer- 
tising our Order. : 

The next session of the Supreme Castle will be held at Youngstown, Ohio. 
Steps have already been taken by the Grand Chief F. A. Williams and the local 
Chevaliers, to have a parade which will eclipse all similar demonstrations and we 
are promised a most enjoyable visit.

There having bee» 
occasions where dissatisfaction has arisen in consequence of misunderstandings, 
I desire to state that where our commanderies compete, the drill provided by 
the Supreme Castle as given in the Drill Sheets, to be obtained from the Ad- 
jutant General, must be used—Price 5 cents each. 

Enclosed you will find a circular on uniforms, ete. The circular has been 
issued for the purpose of preventing any misunderstanding on the subject. It 
has been discovered that amongst dealers there has not been unanimity and 
innovations have crept in, which we intend shall be avoided in the future. 

At the last session of the Supreme Castle the following recommendation was 
adopted in regard to fatigue caps: ‘‘Caps can be made with drooping visors, same 
as worn in U. S. Army regulation caps; providing all members of a Command- 
ery use the same style of visor; otherwise the straight visor as now described in 
the regulation must be used. Not to be worn by any but Military Branch 
members. 

Wishing you all a Happy New Year and increased prosperity, with a suc- 
cessful revival of the Military Branch.

Report of the Executive Board of the 
Death Benefit Fund. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., October 9, 1900. 


To the Supreme Chief und Supreme Castle, K. G. E. 

Sir Knights and Brethren:—In compliance with the law we submit herewith 
our report. 

At the organization of the Board on October 21, 1899, the system of no- 
tifying the membership by paper instead of postal card was adopted. This 
was done from an economical point of view. 

Bids were solicited and contracts awarded to P. 8. C. E. V. Moore, of Ohio, 
for $150. This paper is known as the “Golden Hagle Record.” Subsequently we 
concluded to send the paper to each M.of R., and G. of R., in U.S. at an addi- 
tional cost of $80 at our meeting, November 4, 1899. The Medical Examiner 
fee was fixed for $1.00 for all classes. At the same time we reduced the fee of 
S. Medical Examiner from 50c. to 25c. for each examination. 

Several circulars were issued and sent out to all castles appealing for mem- 
bership. Inducements were offered to work for an increase and the position of 
the fund stated in as plain a manner as possible. 

The resolution adopted at the last session of Supreme Castle to issue 
bonds of $50,00 each was advertised extensively and the Board decided to make 
the amount within the reach of all and issued bonds as low as $10 each. This 
was followed up by active correspondence and personal and persistent effort by 
members of the Board without any good result. The replies were so few and 
participants so scarce that we were compelled to abandon the effort. 

Article 2, Section 1, of the Laws, was further amended by the Board by 
the addition of the words “gold or silver.” This was done after consideration 
of correspondence from Michigan and Colorado. 

On June 9, 1900, we deeided to and subsequently issued a circular to each 
member of the fund, urging effort to increase the membership, 

The members of the Board visited a number of jurisdictions and attended 
eastle meeting, hoping to enlist the membership. Some encouragement was re- 
ceived. 

Efforts were made to secure solicitors, but such have been futile. 

Much might be said relative to our duty as members of the Knights of the 
Golden Bagle, and especially with reference to the Death Benefit feature there- 
of, but the question which should give the members of the Supreme Castle some 
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concern at this session is our duty toward the beneficiaries who are awaiting 
the payment of the money due them on the death of those who were members 
of the Death Benefit Fund. 


The situation is a grave one, and one which should engage the careful 
thought of each and every member of the Supreme Castle, whether he be a mem- 
ber of that fund or not. Some there are who have been connected with the 
fund and have allowed their names to be dropped or have lapsed by failing to 
pay their assessments. Others and members of the Supreme Castle who have 
never been connected with ihe Fund, yet have regularly attended the sessions 
of the Supreme Castle and assisted in the legislation. The duty of the Supreme 
Castle is at this session to take the matter of Death Benefit Fund into consid- 
eration as never before. To make such arrangement as will pay all outstanding 
claims, and then have the ivund placed on a secure footing or cause its existence 
to cease, 

Several remedies have been suggested, and each has its good features, but 
our duty is plain. The amount due the beneficiaries must be paid. No hon- 
est member of the Order, whether he be a member of the fund or not ean re- 
fuse for the reputation of the Order to pay a call which carries with it such 
an enormous responsibility. The thought has been given careful consideration, 
that the Supreme Castle should call upon the entire membership in such a man- 
ner as to present to them the matter in its true light and ask for the contri- 
bution per capita to enable the Order to wipe from its books the indebtedness 
which stands as a menace to advancement and progress. There is no doubt 
that such a thought will meet with opposition, especially from such as have not 
connected themselves with this particular feature, but let us ask, Will any 
Sir Knight who cares one iota for the Order refuse to pay a small amount 
when that amount will secure his Order from defamation, from abuse and raise its 
now good name to a higher pinnacle; which will place in the hands of helpless 
widows and orphans the money which they have been led to think is theirs, 
and which if not paid would bring their curses upon all who wear the es- 
cutcheon of our Order. Nay. Verily, there is too much of the spirit of loy- 
alty in the Knights of the Golden Eagle membership. s 


Some will say that they haye never been members and should not be tax- 
ed. On the face of this, there can be no argument to the contrary, but the 
appeal should be made to the generosity of the membership for the protection. 
of the good name of the organization. 


It has been suggested that the Board request the Supreme Castle to declare 
its inability to meet the payments and pay a certain percentage, in other words 
declare insolvency. Is this honest? Is it the spirit of the teaching of our Order? 
Does it meet the approval of honest men? No, No, No! When a business man 
or firm finds its affairs in such a condition as not to be able to continue it calls 
its creditors together and considers the best steps to take for the good of all 
concerned. Let us call together our creditors—the beneficiaries—and ask them. 
What will we find. Not those who have had profit from goods supplied, but 
the rather helpless widows and orphans, waiting, praying, struggling; aye, some 
even in want of the actual necessities of existence. 
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Brethren, let this appeal reach you in the spirit in which it is made, and 
do your duty. The Supreme Castle created the fund. The Supreme Castle 
is responsible for its existence, and the Supreme Castle must make provision 
for the payment of the indebtedness. No matter what the conclusion may be, 
it must be done, and the sooner you see your duty and do it that much sooner 
will the wheels of progress again start in the Order.

Circulars were immediately 
printed and sent out. Some responses have been received, but owing to the short time 
prior to the session, I cannot report much.

DEAR SIR AND BROTHER +—Your letter of the 15th received this morning. The 
report which you have seen in the papers have in no way been exaggerated, as the city 
is almost destroyed and the loss of life is something terrible, over six thousand have 
perished. 

As yet I have been unable to ascertain whether any of our Brothers have lost their 
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lives or not. Several brothers are unaccounted for, and although I have made all in- 
quiries possible regarding them I have been unable to find out anything. 

You can understand the confusion that exists after such a terrible calamity, and it 
may be three or four days yet before anything definite can be learned. 

I am glad to say I am one of the fortunate few who lost nothing, but there are a 
number of our Brothers who are in very bad circumstances, having lost all they pos- 
sess, their homes and everything in them, saving only the clothes they had on their 
backs. 

We will hold another meeting to-morrow evening, and I earnestly hope that we 
will then be able to account for all our Brothers. 

I will write you again after our meeting, and will try to give you more definite 
information regarding our Castle.
